Washington, Marcl.10.— Last even- 


ing tho senate passed a bill Ior tho 
Admission <£ » now state to be called 
.Oklahoma, and to tie composed ot tho 
Territory of Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory. It w« the house joint state- 
hood bill witk all tire provisions re- 
lating to Arizona and New Mexico 
stricken out. Tho motion to strike 
o'tt was made tsy Mr. Burrows and it 
ivas carried oy the close vote ot 37 to 
35, after having been lost by the still 
closer -\ote of 35 to 30. 


Immediately alter the disposal of 


the statehood bill tin house railroad 
rato bill was mad* tho -unanlshed 
business, but as the senate adjourned 
over Saturday and Sunday the actual 
formal consideration ot th« measura 
will not begin until Monday. 
The 


vote on statehood came as the climax 
of a day devoted exclusively to that 
Mil. Moat ot tho time was given to 
dihcusslon but the voting on tao bill 
jincl amendments consumed an hour 
-and a half. The speechmaklng oxclteJ 
comparatively little interest hut thero 
•\v«s pronounced excitement through- 
out the voting period and it culmi- 
nated when the success of. the motion 
to eliminate Arizona and New Mex. 
Ico was announced after the second 
vote on that proposition. 


Opponents Show Thetr Strength. 
The teat vote, upon which the op- 


ponents of Joint statehood showed 
their greatest strength, was on the 
Fornkar amendment which provided 
that Arizona and New Mexico should 
•have an opportunity to vote soparato- 
ly on the proposition of joint state- 
hood. This was carried by a vote of 
42 to 29. Previous to this action pio-
